NATIVE RENTS. 
B the Foreign Settlement of Shang- 
bai where all trades are freely 
conducted withont interfeeuce, arrange- 
ments between landlords and tevants, 
whether under writtan contract or by 
verbal arrangement, are anrestricted 
and no official rules or regulations apply. 
The present strong feeling on the 
part of certain tenants that the rents. 
which they pay are too high can thee- 
fore, to be effective, only take the form 
of petitions to individual landlords. 
‘Thus petitions to the Mauicipal 
Council, oF to the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce, or to the Mixed Court, are 
without avail, since these bodies are 
powerless to restrict landlords. from 
charging such rents as they find tenants 
will pay. If tenants consider that rents 
are too high it is open to them to vacate 
the houses in question, after paying ell 
arrears of tent, and to take che 
premises, If landlords find that tenants 
‘vacate their honses, and that new tenants 
willing to pay tl 
come forward, it will be found that they 
will be willing to sccept cheape 
Thné it is seen that the 
Chamber of Commerce bas 
notice saying :—

The question of reduction of rents 
rose about a year ago owing to the 
depression in trade, The tensnts 
“shave petitioned the Court acking for 
“reduction of their rents but this is 
“not a question for the Mixed Oourt. 
“Tenants shouid themselves go to their 
“respeotive landlords and request their’ 
indulgence ; and shoald also expla 
“to them that they are unal 











“willing that the rénts shall be raised 
“to the present otandard when business 
improves, If landlords are willing to 
reduce the rents this mat be taken 
“as a favour. It is parely s matter for 
“the landlords. When the Viceroy 
“recently visited Shanghai the people 
“petitioned him asking that rents 
might be reduced, ‘but beyond giving 
instructions to the Taotai to riquest 
the Chamber of Commerce to use their' 
influence with the landlords, he was un- 
“able todoaoything. If tenants consider 
tbat rents are too high and laudlords 
«refuse to lower them, the only remedy 
to remove. The people mast not 
illegally in this matter, It is 
improper for tenants to force land. 
lords to reduce rents. There be 
recently beon ramours that the Teotai 
has given permission fur rents to be 
“lowered and bas sent men to warn 
“the people to this effect. ‘This is not 
“trne, If the tenants bave a lease 
“they must. comply with the conditions 
“therein laid down,” 

Thus io tarn the Manicipal Cooseil 
hereby icforms the pablic that rent 
reduction is not a matter in which it 
can take avy active part but that it is 
one for settlement between landlords:

Translation of a letter from the 
Shanghai Taotai, Liu Yen-yi, to the 
Senior Consul, dated October 12. 1910° 

I have the honour to inform you 
that I have received the followirg 
petition from Mr. Li Chang-chueo, 
Chairman of the City Self-Government 
Office :— 

“The prohibition of opiom-sm king 
and the imposition of s limit are most 
important. Although opiam-purchasing 
icenses were issued to smokers last year 
at Shangbai, no measures bave been 
‘taken to regulste the purchase of opium 
according to license, the result being 
that smokers and opiom shops are at 
liberty to boy and sell as mnch as they 
want. No attention bas been paid to 
Article ITI of the Anti-opiam measure, 

i ‘Time-limit for the redaction of 
m-cravig: smokers must each 
year reduce their allowacce by two or 
three-tenths,” or to Article V which 
‘tates that ‘ Lospection of opium-shope : 
‘every opium shop shall be ordered to 
reduce by so wach its yearly sale of 
opiom.’ If this perfanctoriness is 
continued it will be impossible to obtain 
snocess_in the prohibition of opiam. 
If very strict scorching measares are 
carried ont in the City, and smokers 
carry their opiam over to the Settle- 
ment(#), it will be impossi 
extirpate the opiom hal it by period. 
it is now really intended to reduce 
tice of opium smoking, the 
‘sopreme importance to arrange in the 
parchass of the drag according to « 
license. I therefore pronose t ask you 
to instruct the District Magistrate and 
Burean to put in practioe the method 
of regolating the purchase of opium by 
's license, and to issue « proclamation to 
«fect ; also to ask the Senior Consal 
and the French Consul-General to 
follow the same method, though of 
course it the Settlements bave another 
method it would be our daty, in the 
Interior, to investigate, In thie way 
the regulations will be complied with 
and this long standing evil removed."

Any other suggestion which the 
Consular Body consider suitable will 
reotive the Council's attention, and 
provided it is ia accordance with the 
provisions and principles of the Land 
Rogalations, and is made applicable also 
in the French Settlement, the Consular
